Construction Going 
Along At High Rate 


WASHINGTON, 
July 
24 — 
(INS)—The big cut in home con­ 
struction—ordered 
by President 
Truman—will begin in the fall 
unless the Korean war bursts in­ 
to a world conflict 
It will take at least sev eral 
months before the full imp act of 
the 
mortgage 
curbs 
are 
felt 
throughout the nation by lend­ 
ers, builders and consumers. 
For the immediate future, busi­ 
nessmen and gov ernment offi­ 
cials in Washington believe home 
building will continue at a high 
rate. 
Desp ite the ex p ected slump aft­ 
er Sep tember, many think at least 
one million new ap artments and 
houses will be built this y ear. An 
estimated 6 87,000 
units 
were 
started in the first six months of 
19 50. 
The summer housing outp ut to­ 
tal will dep end more on the p ric­ 
ing and materials sup p ly situation 
than on the av ailability of money 
and 
Mr. 
Truman’s 
mortgage 
curbing order. 
Thousands of federal housing 
and v eterans administration loans 
hav e been ap p rov ed but not y et 
used. It is these contracts and 
money from p riv ate sources that 
will sup p ort home construction 
for at least a few months. 
Whether basic materials such 
as bricks, nails, steel, lumber 
and cement will be av ailable for 
home building is the question. 
Assuming the* White House is 
given allocation p owers, the Pres­ 
ident may choose to div ert these 
materials mostly to strategically 
essential activ ities. 
In that case, home building, 
considered strictly non-essential, 
would be the loser. 


IF THERE is an inside chim­ 
ney in the house, the hole in til« 
roof structure to accommodate it 
can be covered temp orarily to 
keep the interior dry . Shingles 
around the chimney can be .‘eft 
off until it has been constructed. 
Builders and research organiza­ 
tions advise strongly against out­ 
side chimney s. They claim the 
flue in an irtside chimney draws 
better. In case the chimney must 
be on an outside wall, it will be 
more efficient if the masonry of 
the ex p osed walls is built to eight 
inches.

Fa te Of Ohio Turnpik e 
VI *H ETHER the Ohio turnpike will be built 
a ny time m the fo reseeable future de­ 
pends o n decisio n in Washingto n as to its mili­ 
tary impo rta nce. This is the wo rd fro m the 
*taie hig hwa y directo r. Co nstructio n must 
wait until it is kno wn whether essential ma­ 
terials will be av ailable. 
The turnpike has a large claim o n the go v ­ 
ernment'» fav o rable attentio n. Highways still 
•re a majo r means o f industrial transpo rta­ 
tio n. especially in such a highly industrialized 
sectio n o f no rthern Ohio . In peacetime trucks 
haul much o f the pro duct o f the facto ries. In 
war their use and impo rtance beco mes much 
greater. 
One o f the first steps in Hitler’s plan fo r 
wo rld do minatio n was co nstructio n o f a net­ 
wo rk o f fine “auto bahns” fo r the rapid mo v e­ 
ment o f men and materials. 
Ohio 's present highways are no mo re than 
adequate fo r no rmal peacetime traffic. Many 
are in bad co nditio n and all pass thro ugh cit­ 
ies and to wns which slo w up traffic and cause 
transpo rtatio n snarls. 
An express turnpike 
wo uld be o f inestimable v alue in time o f war. 
There is mo re reaso n no w' than ev er why 
•peed m its co nstructio n demands carefu 
tho ught

C 
OMES a war o r a war scare, 
the first place the av erage 
co nsumer seems to feel it is in the 
price o f meat. The Ko rean in­ 
cident seems to be no exceptio n, 
altho ugh who lesale meat prices 
really started to rise abo ut mid- 
June, two weeks befo re the No rth 
Ko reans attacked. As o f mid-July, 
who lesale meat prices were run­ 
ning 16 per cent abo v e a year 
ago . But to day’s who lesale prices 
are still abo ut sev en per cent 
belo w the peak o f September 
1948. 
There is so me pro spect that 
meat prices will go ev en higher 
in the next few mo nths. Depart­ 
ment o f Agriculture meat ex­ 
perts say there are two reaso ns 
why this co uld be so , tho ugh they 
are making no pro phecies that it 
will be so . 
One reaso n is largely psycho ­ 
lo gical. Peo ple get panicky. Tho se 
with deep freezes start lo ading 
up, tho ugh this isn’t a go o d time 
to buy.. 
-The seco nd, and mo st impo r­ 
tant reaso n is that this is the no r­ 
mal perio d o f reduced liv esto ck 
slaughtering. Meat reserv es in 
co ld sto rage are usually with­ 
drawn by the big packing ho uses 
at this time o f year, to meet cur­ 
rent demand. Prices no rmally ad­ 
v ance fro m June to September, 
when the spring pig cro p co mes to 
m arket.

Meat 
supplies in co ld sto rage are high. 
The supply situatio n is far better 
than in 1941. 
Up to mid-July, the Army 
Quartermaster 
Co rps — which 
buys fo r all the armed serv ices— 
had made no extra purchases. 
That 
situatio n 
is

to 
change mo mentarily, ho wev er. 
And extra heav y Army purchases 
at this time co uld sho o t the price 
up still higher. 
With Euro pe’s o wn meat sup­ 


plies greatly impro v ed in the la3t 
two years, less U. S. meat will be 
required fo r expo rt That sho uld 
leav e mo re fo r increased Army 
purchases an fo r ho me co nsump­ 
tio n. 
All meat statistics co o k do wn 
purchases to 
per 
capita 
co n­ 
sumptio n. Fo r 1949, U. S. mea: 
co nsumptio n was 146 po unds per- 
perso n. It is running at abo ut 
the same rate this year—maybe 
a little higher. Beef co nsumptio n 
may be do wn a co uple o f po unds 
to 62 per perso n. Veal, lamb, 
and mutto n will be abo ut the 
same—13 po unds. 


PORK CONSUMPTION Is run 
ning abo ut three po unds per 
perso n higher, at 71 per year. 
Fo r there is a big pig cro p and 
the price is relativ ely lo wer. Al­ 
so there is a trend to wards eating ' 
“higher o n the ho g.” Hams, lo m 
ro asts and cho ps sell better than 
baco n, fat back and jo wls. . 
This change in eating habits 
has had its effect o n the pig-rais 
ing business. Ho gs hav e been 
marketed lighter and leaner— 
fro m 180 to 240 po unds, instead o f 
up to 300 po unds. This, to o , nas 
had its effect o n lo wering the 
price o f po rk.. 
The spring pig cro p is estimat­ 
ed at o v er 60,000,000 head. Thi3 
is three per cent mo re than last 
year. It is exceeded o nly by the 
1942 and 1943 reco rds. 
There was a heav y slaughter 
o f beef in 1947. But herds hav e 
been built up since then and the 
number o f cattle o n feed last Jan. 
1 was o v er 4,550,000—an ail-time 
reco rd. 
Sheep and lamb numbers hav e 
been declining, since the war. 
Numbers were built up to nearly 
7,000,000 head, 1942 thro ugh 1946. 
But o n Jan. 1 sheep and lambs o n 
feed numbered o nly 3,700,000. 
When all’s said and do ne, ho w­ 
ev er, 
meat co nsumptio n 
and 
prices depend o n earning po wer 
and inco me o f co nsumers—no t o n 
the number o f animals av ailao le 
fo r slaughter. Peo ple buy all the* 
meat they can affo rd. To day’s 
high emplo yment and high pay­ 
ro lls mean a greater demand fo r 
meat and fo r better cuts. That’s 
what sho o ts the price up, mo re 
than the war scare and the fear 
o f sho rtages.
